Grass Lake PTA 
Hears Facts On 

School Referendum 

Robert Hart, president of 
the Board of Education of 
Grass Lake School, explained 
the tax referendum being 
presented to I he voters of the 
district on November 7 at a 
PTA meeting at the school 
last Monday night. 

The referendum asks the 
voters to approve a $130,000 
bond issue to construct four 
classrooms and a gymnasium. 
A second proposition -on the 
ballot asks for approval of 
an increase of 18c in the edu- 
cational -tax rate. 

The educational tax rate 
at Grass Lake School is at 
present 65c, the lowest in the 
county, Mr. Hart said the 
school would have a deficit of 
about $15,000 by the end of 
the school year. 

Grass Lake School has no 
gymnasium Half of the sec- 
ond grade is now housed in 
the old school house; An ex- 
ceptionally large second 
grade necessitated splitting 
the class. 

Of the four classrooms, 
Mr. Hart said one room would 
be used for the second grade; 
one room for a kindergarten; 
one room for music, adminis- 
tering tests, (such as use of 
the public health nurse) and 
other general uses, and an 
extra room for expected ex- 
pansion.. 

There is no privlsion in 
the plans for a teacher's 
lounge, Mr. Marl said. 

Hart announced that ab- 
sentee ballots could be pro- 
cured from Mrs. Charlotte 
Queen, secretary, and urged 
that anyone wishing one not 
delay. 

The $130,000 bond issue, if 
approved, Mr. Hart said, 
would result in a tax Increase 
of $0.00 a year on a $5,0(10 
home.

He may vote for 
fewer than 177 candidates 
but, if he does, each of the 
candidates for whom he 
votes will receive only one 
i -vote. 

An X in the party circle 
(according to an opinion or 
the Attorney General of Illi- 
nois) of any political party 
will be counted as. one vote 
for each of the candidates of 
that party. The voter who 
marks an X in the party cir- 
cle may also cast single 
votes for other candidates 
listed under another party so 
long as he does not vote for 
more than 177 persons. If 
the elector votes . for more 
than 177 candidates, his bal- 
lot will be "spoiled" and will 
not be counted. 

Each voter has 177 votes, 
but he doos not have to use 
all of them. He may vote 
for only one candidate if he 
chooses. He may also cast 
a straight party vote by 
placing an X in the circle next 
to the party name and there- 
by use 118 votes; his 59 re- 
maining votes would not be 
used In such case, He may 
also distribute his 177 votes 
among the candidates of both 
parties, using one vote for 
each candidate voted up 
through 177 candidates.

Kven so 
minor a reform as worker's 
compensation »was fiercely 
opposed on the ground that 
workers would deliberately 
mill Hate themselves in order 
to collect insurance. The Am- 
erican working force was sul- 
len and resentful To many 
workers, SociMism seemed 
the only way Out Tor them- 
selves and their children. 
Today, a Socialist on a soap- 
box-would attract ;u smaller 
following than the American 
Nazi Parly. 

Even in Europe where the 
doclrino of'tlic class struggle 
bad taken deep rooMIhe post 
war prosperity has erased the 
I'ervent Socialist movement 
In fact the European work- 
man has followed his Ameri- 
can counterpart Into a great- 
er interest in cars, TV, and 
vacations than be has In doc- 
trinaire politics. 

It seems obvious thai So- 
cialism is not a mysterious 
disease that has come without 
reason and multiplies with- 
out cause. Socialism is ob- 
viously the product of pov- 
erty and hopelessness just as 
yellow fever was propagated 
by yellow jack The only 
places in the world today 
Where revolutionary labor 
movements are the rule are 
the blighted and backward 
nations where labor is com- 
pletely destitute.

Tax facts 

Voters at the November 3, 
111(1*1, election will have a pro- 
posal before them to amend 
the Illinois Constitution to 
provide for animal sessions 
of the General Assembly, 
The proposal provides that 
the session held in odd num- 
bered years will be identical 
to that how held. But the 
additional session will be held 
in even numbered years 
(May and June) of shorter 
duration, which will be limit- 
ed to budgetary and finoiu 
chil matters. The Taxpay- 
ers' Federation of Illinois op- 
poses this Constitutional 
amendment proposal for the 
following reasons:. 

(1) There will be substan- 
tial increases in the costs of 
State government to the tax- 
payers If the Legislature 
meets' each year — increases 
in operating expenses, Legis- 
lators' salaries and the num- 
ber of projects outside tho 
budget. ■ 

(2) Annual sessions will 
deter competent and quali- 
fied persons from seeking the 
office of Legislator. Can out- 
standing farmers, lawyers, 
doctors, teachers, and other 
business and professional peo- 
ple afford a' further loss of 
2 months from their regular 
offices or Jobs when such 
absence means a direct loss 
of income? 

(3) Annual sessions will 
mean a number of "lame 
duck" lawmakers will be cast- 
ing votes on measures before 
I tie Legislature in even num- 
bered years ("lame duck" is a 
term applied to lawmakers 
who were defeated for re- 
nomination ,at the April pri- 
mary in even numbered 
years or who did not seek 
reelection). This would not 
be iu the best interest of the 
public. 

(4) While it may be true 
that it would be possible to 
estimate State revenues with 
more accuracy if there were 
annual budgets, it is also true 
that exercising more caution 
and restraint on the -appro- 
priation side of I lie ledger 
lessens the need for hairsplit- 



ting accuracy in estimating 
revenues. Annual ruulbhf 
without adequate legislative 
procedures and comprehen- 
sive budgetary controls, ^ 
nanclal reporting, jand legis- 
lative roview of State opera-: 
t Ions would make for , little 
improvement ': Preparing |2j 
budgets each biennium Is

(5) The public and business 
Interests desire biennial ses-: 
slons -because 'they appreciate' 
recurring periods of certain- 
ty during which, since the 
Legislature Is not in session, 
iMniayjbe reasonably be ex-! 
pected that the "rules of the: 
game" will not be changed 
and there will be a period of 
stabllltyr > ; s 

(6) Annual sessions would 
mean that lawmakers would 
have to deliberate and de- 
feat unsound tux measures 
every year instead of every 
two years. This would take 
time needed for other essen- 
tial legislation. - 

1(7) The annual session pro- 
posal is not necessary, be- 
cause the Governor now has 
the authority, to call the Gen- 
eral Assembly into session at 
any time. At such- a special 
session tho Legislature can 
pass emergency legislation In 
the Governor's call by a two- 
thirds vote. ' 

(8) The adoption of annual 
sessions with fiscal matters 
to be considered in the even 
numbered years could en- 
courage the Governor to call 
a special session, or sessions, 
in the even years to consider 
other problems of govern- 
ment while the Legislators 
are present. This in effect 
could allow a session on ev- 
erything each year. 

,(0) Only nineteen of the 
fifty states have adpotcd an- 
nual sessions. Nevada adopt' 
cd annual sessions in 1060, 
but after one year of experi- 
ence, abandoned it. Califor- 
nia (which moved from bien- 
nial (o annual sessions a few 
years ago) has found that the 
annual sessions have had lit- 
tle effect on deficiencies, 
which are now even greater 
in boh numbers and amounts- 
titan when the system used 
was the biennial session.
